Pregnancy disease or keto- 
sis in pregnant ewes is a 
problem that must be guard- 
ed against at this time of 
year, according to a report 
from the American Veterin- 
ary Medical Association. 

‘The first sign of this dis- 
ease usually is that an ewe 
fails’ to eat and becomes 
slow, listless and dull. Symp- 
toms will progress until she 
shows a staggering walk, 
stands with her head down. 
Her temperature is usually 
normal or subnormal. Final- 
ly, the ewe will not be able 
to rise, and eventually death 
follows. All this takes place, 
the AVMA says, in the late 
stage of pregnancy and usua~ 
ly gnly in ewes. carrying 
twin or triplet lambs. 

When pregnancy disease 
appears it will usually affect 
more than one ewe and may 
involve as much as 25 per 
cent of the flock, 

While the-exact cause of 
this condition is not definitely 
known, the AVMA says, it is 
important to call a veterinar- 
jan at the first suspicion that 
ewe flock is not behaving 
normally, so that corrective 
qoeasures can be taken, 
Prevention seems to be the 
‘best practice, the association 
says. Plenty of exercise also 
is considered a good preven-| 
tive since it stimulates the 
ewe's appetite. Then during 
the Jast month of pregnancy 
when the developing lamb is 
making its most rapid growth 
4 well balanced ration with 
an increasing protein, min- 
erals and vitamin content 
should be provided as lamb- 
ing time approaches.
